THE SILVER BILL. 



As announced exclusively by the Oon- 
ON'isT yesterday, the Silver Bill has passed 
the United States Congress, and only 
awaits the sanction of the President to 
become law. The Fresidoct, in bis late 
nicssflgoto Congress, took strong grounds 
against tho remonetization of silver, and 
his veto o; tho Bill is anticipated. Should 
tho President decline to sanction a Bill, 
it is returned to Congress with the reasons 
for his dit-approval attached to it If the 
Senate should then paf s the Bill by a two- 
third3 majority, it becomes law in spite of ' 
tiie ProMdent's veto. This c ursp is 
likely to be followed, and the Silvi r Bill 
may bo regarded as virtua ly tho law of 
the land. What is tho scope, object and 
eli'ect of the mf-asure ? To impait to sil- 
ver a value it does not ii.o.sso8> iu tbe mar- 
l et — to cause a coin that intrinsically is 
now worth no more than 90 cents to pass 
current at 100 cenw. Alljilver dollars 
coined at tbe several iiiin's of tho Uiii'ed 
Slates of tho weight of 4.12 V, graiu.s Tro;, 
of standard t-ilver will be a legal lender at 
their nominal value for all debti; nnd 
lines, public and private, esce|it where 
otliern iso expre ssed and stipulated in the 
eontiftct. I'oder the provi.^ioiis of tho 
Bill iiilori-^-t line on United Status bonds 
will be p: yubie iu lii.vor ii.aiead uf in 
gold, \vh oil Will iidlict a very serious 
loss on foreign honuholders, who in thoir 
ovv u c.iuntiies can only get rid of silver 
lit a heavy discount. Tho effect of the 
Bill on tbo cretlit of the Ui: i'od States 
must be injurious, and the r.tt-mpt lo 
givo a fictni'ius vr.l'.;c; to silvei- may still 
fail. King Juuiefi run lend and iron into 
com and stamped iheir "vaUio" on i.lio 
f ice; but he didn't Huoceed iu making 
pro|de receive them at more than th- ir 
weigljtas old metal, although the penalty 
for lefusal wu.s very severe.

► oflieials named could do so and did do bo, 
and iu couaequenee thereof claimed a 
right to vote at eit;ctionfl for TVlcniberH of 
the 1mc;U jji giolaturo. This he held to ba 
pontrarv to tlin trno spirit nud intoutiou 
of tho Act, and he hoped every hon. mem- 
ber would agioe with him that it was de- 
sirable to stamp out tho possibility of any 
interference of an ofiioial notnre ot elao- 
tions. Tho measure ho now had tho 
honor to introdueo wnnid efToct this re- 
foru, aud also autliori/,o the collector of 
voter's' names to erase tho names of such 
oflieials should they at present exist on 
the listH. Mor would any such ollionil bo 
entitled to have his name placed on tho 
list unle.ss he shall have resigned bis oflloo 
ut leu'-t nix months previous to sending in 
bis claim to vote. Sect ion 2 of the proH- 
eut iiioasure provided lhat tl;'> revi;iion of 
the list for Ivootunay, iustoad of being 
held before a Counti Court Judge who 
seldom vndtcd that district, might bo hold 
bofoi i! any two JuBtioes of the Peace re- 
^ .dding iii tho district, providing tho col- 
lector is not one of such Justioea. Ha 
trustod tho House would seo tho fairneps 
(if this provision, as otherwise tho district 
had uo alteruativo but to come to Vtotoria 
for an appeal from the ooUector'o list, 
Hon. ^r, SUiott Mk«d th« hon. (stra* 



duoer to poslpona tho second reading of 
the bill until after tho KflpreHontation 
Bill had buau brought down by tho Gov- 
ernment.

Referring to a letter from Barkorville, 
in the .S/<0) t/ard, signed "Grampus No. 2," 
whilo fully agreeing with him that legis- 
lation wili be necessary to give protection 
against dishonest schemers, I question 
whether tho plan he projioses would be 
cither satisfiictory to the mining eommu- 
uity on iho ono liund, or jileasant for the 
mining engineer on ihoothor. No matter 
how disinterested that gentleman might 
bo, cases would arise in which that quality 
would be questioned, and too much power 
thought to be iu his hands. Ou the other 
hand, I much doubt whether any engi- 
neer would care to have the responsibility 
of u wludo district ou his shoalders, to 
say whcihor this or that company had a 
true fl-isure vi-in, and that it ollered suflB- 
cibut inducemmt-i for tlu investment of 
capital. Should tho result of work prove 
his opinions wrong, ilisappoiuted inves- 
tors would be sure to throw much of tho 
onu.s- on bim. If tho law domaudod that 
each company should hud the ledge be- 
fore incorporating, and make tho starting 
of a wild cat scheme punishable, that 
might help to meet the case. So far, tbe 
oompaniea started here have done so on 
an honest basis. Let ns trust that the 
future may develop tho same state of 
ihings. It will be a sad day when any 
ono can say, " I have been ruined by ras- 
cally sahemes in Cariboo, made possible 
through a slipshod law."
